the first time such a variety of Ger- 
man soldier 
equipment 
has 
been 


in Rushville. 
Most interest- 


ing of all the articles are the gas 
masks, one which the Germans wear 
and one which the English and Amer- 
eans wear. 


The Hun gas mask is a clumsy af- 


fair as compared with the one worn 
by the Yankee or 'British Tommy. ;H 
is not perfected like the allied mask. 
The Ameri'enu gas mask in the dis- 
play was the one carried by Private 
Hogsett during his more, than seven 
months of service 
in 
France. 
It 


consists of a chemical can connected 
to the mouthpiece with heavy rubber 
hose, a clamp fitting over the nose 
which majjes breathing through the 
nose impossi'bfe, and a mask made of 
heavy material which fits closely 
over the face. 


Two helmets are in the display—^ 


one the heavy dome-shape contrap- 
tion of the German/soldier and the 
other the lighter helmet, with a flat 
crown, which is worn,by the English 
and Americans. 
The one shown in 


the local store was worn by Private 
'rfogsett. 
Private 
Hogsett, in. ex- 


plaining how he eame Iby the Boehe 
helmet, said he did not take it from 
a prisoner, hut told him to hand it 
over, which he very promptly did. 
' One of the German short bayonets, 
which looks like it might serve" also 
as a trench knife for digging, or for 
protection in hand-to-hand encounter 
is an interesting piece in the exhibit. 
It has a sharp and a blunt edge just 
like'a knife, and a very sharp point.
